| shchev that any summit meet­ 
ing on the Middle East crisis 
must be within the framework 
of the United Nations Security 
Council. 
Eisenhower sent a note to 
Brazilian President Juscelino 
Kubitfchek declaring that the 
United Nations provides the 
only appropriate forum for dis­ 
cussion of the Soviet charge 
that there is a threat to peace 


in the Middle East. 
He also joined, with Prime 
Minister Kwame Nkrumah of 
Ghana in a declaration emphas­ 
izing that the Middle East cris­ 
is must be solved within the 
United 
Nations. 
Eisenhower 
said that as soon as the U.N. 
can take effective action to 
secure the 
independence of 
Lebanon U.S. troops will be 
pulled out. 


In a letter dispatched to Mos­ 
cow 
yesterday, 
Eisenhower 
made 
the 
point 
directly to 
Khrushchev that the U.N. Se­ 
curity Council is the place for 
airing the Middle East crisis. 
The President also put the 
Red leader on notice that he 
faces a tough fight if he tries 
to press at the summit his 
charge of U S.-British “aggres­ 
sion” in the Middle East. 


In Beirut, Lebanon was brac­ 
ed for new skirmishing be­ 
tween government and rebel 
forces today as the political 
battle which touched off the 
rebellion moved even further 
from a settlement. 
The 10.000 U.S. troops in the 
tiny Middle East nation have 
yet to see action, but there 
was a sharp, three-hour battle 
yesterday in a sector of Beirut

Postal Rates 


Will Go Up 


Next Friday 


The San Rafael Post Office 
(along with others throughout 
the United States) is pretty 
sure of a big increase, dollar- 
wise. in its stamp business next 
month. 
Starting next Friday, it will 
cost four cents to mail a let­ 
ter. seven cents to send it air­ 
mail. The rates for postcards 
will go up to three cents by 
regular mail, five cents by air­ 
mail. 


ONE-CENT HIKE 
It was ’way back at the start 
of the depression that the Post 
Office Department hiked the 
letter mail rate from two cents 
to three cents. It's been there 
ever since, while the price of 
everything else dipped to 30- 
year lows, then climbed back 
up to a series of all-time highs 
so long that everybody except 
a few Commerce Department 
statisticians 
long 
ago 
lost 
count. 
The rate for postcards went 
up from one cent to two cents 
with the letter mail rise back 
in the early ’30s. 


UP AND DOWNS 
The airmail rate has its ups 
and down. It was at eight cents, 
six cents, eight cents again, 
five cents, six cents again — 
but never at seven cents. 
To 
take care of the new rate start­ 
ing Friday, the Bureau of En 
graving and Printing had to do 
a rush job on umpteen million 
airmail stamps of a new design 
(although of course, you can 
use regular seven-cent stamps, 
which the post office has had

Thirty-five Pt. Reyes ranch­ 
ers are on record against es­ 
tablishment of a 28.000-acre 
public park and recreation area 
on the Pt. Reyes Peninsula. 
Representing nearly 40.000 
acres of prime dairy and beef 
cattle land, they are voicing 
their protest as members of the 
newly formed West Marin Pro­ 
perty Owners Assn. 
RIP BACKBONE’ 
The proposed federal recre­ 
ation area would “rip the back­ 
bone out of Marin County’s 12- 
million-dollar-a-year dairy in­ 
dustry,” according to George 
PI Nunes, association president 
and operator of a 1,500-acre 
dairy ranch on the peninsula. 
Supervisor James Marshall, 
who represents W e s t Marin, 
has advised the association to 
send a delegation to the Marin 
County Board of Supervisors 
at an early date to discuss the 
proposed park program and its

FUNDS BUDGETED FOR POST 
Hub Council Postpones Decision 


On Works Administrator Job 


“Star witness” at last night’s 
San Anselmo City Council bud­ 
get meeting was Nello Marcuc- 
ci, fire chief, street superin­ 
tendent and building inspector, 
who appeared to defend his 
role in the latter two capaci­ 
ties. 
According 
to 
the 
1958-59 
budget proposed by City Man­ 
ager A rthur W. Brewer, the 
jobs would be taken over by a 
full-time public works admin­ 
istrator at a $125 monthly loss 
to Marcucci. He receives $75 
per month as street superin­ 
tendent and $50 as building in­ 
spector in addition to his salary 
as fire chief. 
The council postponed a de­ 
cision on creating the new post, 
but budgeted enough money in 
the public works fund to fi­ 
nance the position. 
Brewer’s 
proposed 
public 
works administrator would be a 
licensed 
civil 
engineer. 
He 
would handle most of the city’s 
inspections and draft simple 


plans. The city would still have 
to contract with a consulting 
engineer for engineering ser- 
1 vices. 


The administrator would ad­ 
minister building regulations. 
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make building. street, plum b­ 
ing and electrical inspection* 
and enforce all other phases of 
the city’s public works pro­ 
gram. 
One-fourth of his time would 
be devoted to administration 
tasks, one-fourth to a special 
state gas tax, 35 per cent to 
building regulations, and 
15 
per cent to engineering. His 
salary was tentatively set at 
$7,436 or $676 monthly for IX 
months. Brewer said the sal­ 
ary stipulation should not be 
too binding, and allowed a m ar­ 
gin up to $821 monthly. 
Asked what consulting engi­ 
neer John C. Oglesby earns 
from San Anselmo. Brewer said 
his services to the city averag­ 
ed $464 each month. “It’s hard 
to compare their jobs.” he said, 
“They’re not reallv compar­ 
able.”

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Moon Shot Set 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The

launch its first shot at the 
moon in about three weeks 
when the moon passes within 
about 220,000 miles of earth, it 
was reliably reported today. 
The lunar probe is planned 
for the period when the moon 
makes its closest monthly ap­ 
proach. That period, according 
to astronomers, is Aug. 15-19, 
with the moon being closest 
Aug. 17. 
The small package of instru­ 
ments, which will be fired in 
a three-stage rocket from Cape 
Canaveral, will take about two 
days for its journey. If fired 
on Aug. 17, it would arrive 
Aug. 19 at a time when the 
moon is in its quarter phase 
and visible up to midnight at 
locations throughout the world.

The U.S. Embassy in Baghdad 
said yesterday it had had no 
word on the fate of Burns and 
two other American civilians 
taken from a Baghdad hotel by 
Iraqi soldiers during the July 
14 revolt. The other Americans 
were identified as Robert Al- 
cock of Altadena and George F. 
Coley Jr. of Belvedere. 
(Coley is not listed in the 
Marin telephone book or the 
newly published Marin County 
Directory. An earlier report by 
Associated Press gave the spell­ 
ing as Colley and said the miss­ 
ing man was a resident of San 
Francisco.) 
Shareh returned to Amman 
under a safe-conduct pass is­ 


sued by the new Iraqi regime. 
He gave the following ac­ 
count of the events: 
“At dawn on the day of the 
uprising an Iraqi rebel officer 
came to our hotel and demand­ 
ed that all non-Iraqis should 
follow him Twenty-three of us 
were herded into waiting taxis 
and guarded by an officer and 
five soldiers and taken to the 
radio station. 
“There we were pushed into 
an army lorry and taken toward 
the Ministry of Defense. But 
on the way the lorry was stop­ 
ped by angry, howling mobs, 
w'ho attacked the lorry with 
sticks, stones and knives.” 
He said 
three Jordanians 
were killed — in addition to 
Burns, a German, a Syrian and 
an Egyptian. 
“It took the rebel t r o o p s 
some time until they managed 
to hold the mob back and get 
the lorry through the gates of 
the ministry building, saving 
the rest of us from massacre,” 
the general said.

Then, too, the four-cent Lin­ 
coln stamp (maybe you didn’t 
know we had that one, 
but 
you’ll be seeing a lot of it from 
now on) will come out in coils 
and booklets, which it hasn’t 
formerly. And there’ll be a 
four-cent envelope, a six-cent 
reply postal card and a three- 
cent postal card. 
None of these will be on sale 
until Friday, except for select­ 
ed post offices (none in this 
area) which will put them out 
one day earlier to give a break 
to first-day cover collectors. 
(A “cover” is an envelope or 
wrapper, usually the former; 
in the case of a postcard—well, 
it just isn’t a cover. 
Special 
cancellations are used for the 
first day of new stamps, and 
covers are often decorated with 
special “cachets.”) 
t ’ONVERTING MACHINES 
Stamp vending machines will 
be converted to the new four- 
cent and seven-cent stamps at 
the earliest possible date, San 
Rafael Postmaster W arren Wil­ 
liams said. The Post Office De­ 
partment is making arrange­ 
ments to install the stamps in 
vending machines throughout 
the country. 
The new rates also include a 
hike in third class mail. That’s 
printer matter. It has been go­ 
ing at two cents for the first 
two ounces and one cent for 
each additional ounce. 
The 
new rates will be three cents 
and one and one-half cents, re­ 
spectively. So in case you want 
to mail a copy of the Indepen* 
dent-Journal to Aunt Martha 
in Coshohocken, it’ll cost you 
more starting Friday. 
BUSINESS FELL OFF 
Last time the rates went up, 
old-time postal employees re­ 
call, the stamp business fell 
off a little for a few weeks. 
Some people decided some of 
their correspondence was un­ 
necessary. But that didn’t last 
long. Sales were back to nor­ 
mal by the second month of 
the new prices. 
Only domestic postal rates 
(that means to points in the 
United States, including Alas­ 
ka, and its possessions and ter­ 
ritories) are covered by the 
new rates. 
The letter rate to foreign 
countries will remain at eight 
cents. Except for Canada and 
Mexico.

Prior 
Some 
Supervisors Proved 
Problems Are Solved 


Marin’s supervisors, enmeshed in the 
seemingly endless equalization job of 
the tax rolls, and still facing such press­ 
ing problems as the county hospital, 
civic center and roads, should take some 
comfort from the fact that previous 
boards of supervisors also had prob­ 
lems, sometimes faced up to them and 
solved them. 
We have one particular success in 
mind. It happened a long time ago, 60 
years in fact, but it proves that happy 
solutions are possible regardless of how- 
difficult the task. And it also indicates 
that supervisors never have as much 
money as they need. 
We quote en toto an editorial from 
the Mann Journal, May 19, 1898: 


“The Board of Supervisors’ action in 
regard to sprinkling the leading county 
highways meets w ith the approval of all 
progressive citizens. 
“There was a time when sprinkling 


would have been strongly opposed as a 
reckless waste of public funds, but now 
that it has been demonstrated by actual 
experience 
that the sprinkled 
road 
needs less repairing and consequently 
costs the county less than roads which 
are allowed to dry up and blow away in 
sumriier and wash away by the first 
heavy rains of winter, all opposition has 
ceased. 
“In fact, not only has opposition 
ceased, but the former opponents of the 
sprinkling proposition have become its 
most ardent supporters, and in a few 
years all the principal highways of the 
county and State will be free from dust 
through the long, dry season. 
“The Supervisors are able to make 
but a small beginning at the present 
time, but the mileage sprinkled will bk 
increased as rapidly as the funds will 
permit.” 
Yah, but our supervisor got his road 
sprinkled first.

It's Time For Diplomacy In Middle 


East And Real Policy For Lebanon

Most men who love the 
water work up from the flat- 
bottom rowboat of their youth 
to the best they can afford 
when they reach the prime of 
life—a big sailboat, a motor­ 
boat, sometimes even a yacht.

The three Western powers 
have agreed that they will not 
invade Iraq in order to make 
a counter revolution, and that 
they will not permit Turkey 
or Jordan to march against 
Baghdad. On the other hand, 
it is reasonably clear that Nas­ 
ser and Khrushchev will not 
now move t h e i r military 
forces against the American 
Marines and the British para­ 
troopers. 


DURING THIS momentary 
balance of power, it is the 
turn of the statesmen and the 
diplomats to take over. 
A cool assessment of our 
position is the essential basis 
of a constructive diplomatic 
policy. 
What 
happened 
in 
Iraq, 
the 
keystone of 
the 
Baghdad Pact and supposedly 
the one firm and reliable pro- 
Western Arab country? 
Was King Faisal's govern­ 
ment the victim of external 
aggression as were Czecho­ 
slovakia and Poland and Hun­ 
gary? It was not. King Fai­ 
sal’s government was over­ 
thrown swiftly and totally by 
a conspiracy of Iraqi officers. 


WHAT IS MOST significant 
is that the Iraqi army sup­ 
ported the ievolution imme­ 
diately and that this revolu­ 
tion is manifestly popular in 
the country. So, we would be 
deluding ourselves if we be­ 
lieved that the friendly gov­ 
ernment of Iraq was subvert­ 
ed by foreign agents acting 
contrary to the national sen­ 
timent of the country. 
This 
s a m e 
fundamental 
truth applies to our present 
position 
in 
Lebanon. 
We 
cannot successfully entrench 
ourselves there in hostile op­ 
position to the Arab move­ 
ment. In fact, we cannot as­ 
sure the independence of the 
Lebanon with the forces that 
are now' at Beirut and on the 
beaches nearby.

Lebanon 
can

assured 
only if the civil war is ended 
and the new Lebanese slat« 
is then guaranteed protecting 
Now, it is almost certainly 
true that u'hile the Marines 
can protect President Cha- 
moun against a palace revo­ 
lution like that in Baghdad, 
the 1 Marines are a .liability 
when it comes to making a 
lasting settlement of the civil 
war. 
Any Lebanese govern­ 
ment which owes its existence 
to the Marines is doomed to 
destruction when the Marinivi 
leave. 
Moreover, the longer 
the M a r i n e s stay on, the 
greater will he the popular 
opposition to them in Leb­ 
anon. 


THIS LEADS ME to think 
that our Lebanese policy, as 
we have presented it to 1W 
U N., is too thin, is lacking in 
diplomatic vitality, and may 
be quite sterile. We have said 
that the Marines will go out 
when a U.N. force replaces 
them. As the chances are not 
good that the U.N. will set up 
a force to replace the Ma­ 
rines, we are in danger of 
having to leave the Marines in 
Lebanon 
for 
the 
indefi­ 
nite future, to leave then\ 
there not only without the 
hope of withdrawal but with­ 
out the hope of accomplishing 
anything w'hile they remain*. 
It seems to me that we 
should, therefore, come for­ 
ward soon with a large pro­ 
posal for the political future 
of Lebanon.

City's Budget At $654,581

San Anselmo City Manager 
A rthur W. Brewer signed a 
resolution approving the city's 
1958-59 budget for $654,581 at 
1 
a.m. today, climaxing not 
only a five and one-half hour 
long city council meeting, but 
a series of late meetings for 
council mem bers and an even 
longer series for Brewer. 
The budget virtually assures 
a tax rate of $1.20 per $100 of 
assessed 
valuation, 
same 
as 
this year's. 
Two councilmen in addition 
to Mayor A rth ur W. Smith au­ 
thorized the signature. They 
were William Franchim , who 
moved to accept the document, 
and Carleton G. Little, who sec- j 
onded the motion. Mrs. Carmel 
Booth dissented and the fifth 
councilman, Jam es W. Stinch- 
comb, was not present. 


H IT S C IT Y M A N A G E R 
Mrs. Booth refrained from 
approving, she said, because 
“If I don't approve one section, 
I can’t approve the budget. 
The budget provides for a city 
manager. I do not approve of 
that form of government and 
cannot approve of the budget.” I 
Mayor Smith, on the other 
hand, said “I think it is a very 
good docum ent.” 
The final budget was $2,274 
less than the $656,855 total 
estimated. 
Easily the most controversial 
of the 14 items considered last 
night was an allowance for the 
public works departm ent. In 
his budget, Brewer proposed 
that San Anselmo hire two ad­ 
ditional 
full-time 
employees, 
one a civil engineer who would 
be designated public works ad­ 
m inistrator and the other a 
third maintenance man. 


$8,712 S A L A R Y 
Roughly, $8.712 
would 
be 
set aside for the public works 
director’s salary. In addition, 
there would be car expenses, j 
office equipm ent, and perhaps, 
an ever g reater salary. 
A fter a lengthy discussion 
on w hether to take away Nello 
Marcucci’s jobs of street su­ 
perintendent and building in­ 
spector and include them in 
the public works director’s do­ 
main councilmen postponed a 
decision. But they kept enough 
money in the budget to provide 
for the proposed director and 
added enough in the public 
works portion to keep Mar- 
cucci on in a consultant capa­ 
city after the director is hired. 
Street painting funds were 
trim m ed $1,000, $400 of which 
was transferred to the public 
works 
allowance 
to 
finance 
Marcucci in his role as con­ 
sultant and $600 to be applied 
toward the second fire station. 
Councilmen cut a $300 ex­ 
penditure for a new wall gas 
heater and vent in the city’s 
recreation building to $100. 
They also lopped off $1.170 for 
a recreation supervisor, $108 
and $45 for chaperones and 
police 
officers 
at 
teen-age 
dances. O ther cuts in the rec­ 
reation budget were $800 for 
supplies and $250 for miscel*J 
laneous services, reducing the 


.park and recreation allowance 
from $12,095 to $9,722. 
An 
additional 
$2,500 
was 
transferred 
to 
the 
library 
¡building 
fund 
and 
probably 
$1.000 will be available later 
for books. 
. 
Significant increases in city 
services and costs will include: 
1. Reconstruction and repair 
of all streets and bridges dam ­ 
aged by the 1957-58 storms. 
2. Purchase of a new corpor­ 
ation yard site at a location yet 
undecided. 
3. Resurfacing of 9 to 12 
miles of city streets (approxi­ 
mately 
one-fifth 
of 
all 
city 
streets) with a light skincoat 
treatm ent 
as 
a 
preventive 
maintenance 
program . 
Main­ 
tenance of the city's 46 miles 
of streets will cost approxi­ 
mately $52.028, not including 
any m ajor construction.

Profile O f Marin's Senior Supervisor 


Leads O ff Series On Prominent Marinites

“The vote was 4-1, Fussel- 
man dissenting.” 
This line has appeared in 
the 
Independent-Journal 
so 
often over recent years that 
there is a movement afoot in 
the composing room to keep it 
standing in type. 
Almost 
invariably 
it 
ap­ 
pears at least 
once in the 
chroniclings of each meeting 
of the Marin County Board of 
Supervisors, of which William 
•>. Fusselman of San Anselmo 
is the senior member. 
He’s 
been on the board since 1943. 
Any random poll of Marin­ 
ites would undoubtedly turn 
up two conflicting 
explana­ 
tions of the “Fusselman dis- 
‘•enting” phrase. His adm irers 
would say the Ross Valley su­ 
pervisor is a man of strong 
convictions, 
ever 
ready 
to 
voice them in words of one 
syllable and to stick by them. 


THE OPPOSED — or Vera 
Schultz — school of thought 
might, and frequently does, 
look at it this way: “He’s a 
bull-headed obstructionist as 
well as an etcetera and an et­ 
cetera.” 
The subject of all this is a 
heavily-built, silver-thatched, 
citizen who will turn 70 on 
Aug 8 next. He was born in 
Richfield, Kans., in 1888, and 
county politics promptly left 
its imprint on him, 
“Dad 
lost 
his shirt in a 
county-seat fight,” he says 


“and we moved to Tacoma/ 
Wash., the next year (1889). 
The Fusselman family moved 
on to Seattle a short while 
later, then to Bellingham in 
1901. 
Young Bill went to school 
in Bellingham, worked nights 
to 
learn 
the candy-making 
trade, and became, at age 17, 
foreman of a candy-making 
shop. 


HE RAN HIS OWN candy 
shop 
in 
Bellingham 
for a 
while, then entered the Col­ 
lege of Puget Sound, where in 
1909 he met a young lady 
senior named Ada Margaret 
Hooton, from Tacoma. 
Miss Hooton 
became Mrs. 
Fusselman in 1914. 
In the 
years between 1909 and 1914, 
Fusselman had studied at the 
college for a while, worked 
three years as a special officer 
for tl]e Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road, and read law in the of­ 
fice of a Tacoma firm. 
After his marriage, Fussel­ 
man acquired ownership of a 
print shop in Tacoma and 
doubled in the milk business, 
operating the sales branch of 
a milk firm. 
Mrs. Fusselman became ill, 
and he sent her to Southern 
California for her Health, join­ 
ing her in Long Beach as soon 
as he could dispose of his busi­ 
ness interests in Tacoma. 
FUSSELMAN LOT a job as 
a shipyard riveter, but a strike 
put an end to that, and he and 


his wife packed up and head­ 
ed for the Bay Area, arriving 
in 1919. He went back to his 
old trade of candy-making in 
San Francisco, living tem por­ 
arily in Oakland, and he and 
Mrs. Fusselman took a couple 
of Sunday outings looking for 
a perm anent home. 
The first was down the San 
Francisco 
Peninsula, 
“ T o o 
windy,” he says. The second, 
and last, was a ferry trip to 
Sausalito and train trip to Mill 
Valley and later to San An­ 
selmo, 
On Mrs. Fusselman’s mo­ 
tion, Fusselman not dissent­ 
ing, the couple made a down 
payment on a house in the 
Hub City, and Marin acquired 
a pair of residents who have 
sent their roots deep into the 
county and 
firmly planted 
their mark on it. 
Fusselman commuted to his 
candy-making 
job 
in 
San 
Francisco until the boss took 
a trip east and neglected to 
come back. Then he started 
a wholesale candy business in 
San Anselmo, making some of 
the candy he sold and acting 
as a jobber for other lines.

which included

at

George S. Jones, now and for

der candy business to his line 
and wound up with customers 
in such remote spots as Chile, 
Japan and Canada. 
He entered politics in 1928 
when he ran, successfully, for 
the San Anselmo City Council. 
As a councilman he became 
chairman of the finance com­ 
mittee, asked for an audit of 
the books which disclosed the 
city to be heavily overloaded 
with bonded debt, and was in­ 
strum ental in developing a 
plan of re-financing. 
Fusselman served on the 
council for nine years, resign­ 
ing in his third term to take 
the post of secretary-manager 
of Marvelous Marin. Inc., a 
county-wide promotion organ­ 
ization. He served in that po­ 
sition until 1942 when he first 
ran, 
successfully, 
for 
the 
board of supervisors. 


THAT FIRST ELECTION to 


the board was for a short 
term. Fusselman ran again in 
1944, 
winning 
re - election 
without opposition. Again he 
ran, and again he won, in 
1952, this time over the oppo­ 
sition of attorney Ray Shone. 


In 1952 it was the same 
story, the opponent that time

say that there are many in 
Marin who agree with Fussel­ 
man s stand on county issues, 
many who oppose, but to our 
knowledge, none who is ever 
in any doubt about what that 
stand is. 
AND IF, as often occurs, 
that stand is taken in a direc­ 
tion opposite to that of the 
other supervisors, we dust off 
our line of type and in it goes 
again; ‘‘The vote was 4-1, Fus­ 
selman dissenting.” 
Anent this, a San Rafael 
businessmarf heard that some­ 
body in the I-J office was writ­ 
ing a profile of Bill Fusselman 
and promptly came in to have 
his say, as follows: 
” 1 ve known Bill Fusselman 
since he came to Marin: knew 
him and worked with him in 
Marvelous Marin, and 1 want 
to tell you that anybody who 
knows Bill only through read­ 
ing about his tiffs with this 
or that individual over this or 
that issue, doesn’t know Bill 
Fusselman at all. 
“ I've known him for more 
than 30 years, and 1 haven’t 
always agreed with him, but 
I ’ve never known him to take 
a position that he didn’t think 
was for Marin's best interests.

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Rival Railroad Threat 


Old Friend Coleman Bobs Up Again 


With Plans For Line To Petaluma

During the days of con­ 
struction, our old acquain­ 
tance William T. Coleman 
bobbed up again to plague the 
North Pacific Coast Co. Be­ 
fore the narrow guage had 
even gotten its rails into To- 
males, he had proposed a ri­ 
val road to be built from Pet­ 
aluma to San Rafael, along 
the route for which the NPC 
had once asked Marin super­ 
visors to grant a revised sub­ 
sidy and over which, it will 
also be remembered, 
Peter 
Donahue refused to extend 
his road upon the request of 
San Rafael citizens. 
Although he was a fairly 
wealthy commission and im­ 
port merchant and owner of 
large land tracts around No­ 
vato, Coleman did not possess 
the means or backing to fi­ 
nance such an undertaking. 
So the old method of asking 
for popular subscriptions had 
to be resorted to. 


FOR YEARS there had been 
bad feelings between citizens 
of Petaluma and Donahue’s 
San Francisco & North Paci­ 
fic Railroad. Peter Donahue 
had originally wanted to run 
his line along Main street 
through Petaluma, but local 
business people blocked this 
plan. Donahue, “ in a huff,” 
laid his railroad down the op­ 
posite side of the creek to 
Lakeville, declaring that he 
would see the day when grass 
grew green over the streets 
of Petaluma. 
Besides, 
constant friction 
arose through the years be­ 
tween townspeople and the 
railroad company over rates 
and services. Rates were al­ 
ways too high and services 
poor, according to complain­ 
ing shippers, 
Coleman took advantage of 
tbis situation to interest rural 


financiers in his plan for a 
railroad. During October 1874, 
several public meetings were 
called in San Rafael, Novato 
and Petaluma, and all inter­ 
ested in the proposed rail­ 
road were urged to attend. 
As a result of these gather­ 
ings, certain leading citizens 
of each community were ap­ 
pointed to an executive com­ 
mittee. 


AT THE FIRST meeting of 
this 
executive 
committee, 
held on the evening of Nov. 
15, 1874, in San Rafael, ar­ 
ticles of incorporation were 
drawn up for the Sonoma & 
Marin Railroad Company and 
forwarded to the Secretary of 
State at Sacramento for fil­ 
ing. The law required that 
before a railroad company 
could incorporate $1,000 per 
mile of the proposed road had 
to be subscribed to the capi­ 
tal stock, and 10 per tent 
therof paid in. 
Committee 
members subscribed $25,000 
and dug down in their pock­ 
ets to pay their “ tithe” on the 
spot. 


I. G. Wickersham, Petalu­ 
ma banker, 
was appointed 
president of the new com­ 
pany; 
William T. Coleman, 
vice president; E. S. Lippitt, 
secretary; H. T. Fairbanks, 
treasurer. Wickersham, Cole­ 
man, Fairbanks, U. M. Gor- 
den, Isaac Shaver, James Me- 
Cune, J. B. Sweitzer, William 
Hill, and A. P. Whitney made 
up the board of directors. 


A GREAT DEAL of prelim­ 
inary work had to be done by 
the new officials before ac- 
construction work could 
commence; the best type of 
road had to be determined 
upon costs estimated, funds 
and financial backing acquir­ 
ed, surveys made, rights-of- 
way gotten, contracts Jet, and 


a thousand and one kinds of 
material purchased. 


Just at this time an outfit 
in San Francisco had secured 
patent rights on an odd in­ 
vention called a “ prismoidal 
railroad.” Much advertising 
and propaganda regarding ad 
vantages of this type of con­ 
struction 
were 
printed 
in 
newspapers to attract atten­ 
tion 
of newly-formed rail­ 
road companies. 


A working model exhibited 
in the Stevenson Building, 
corner of Montgomery and 
California streets, San Fran­ 
cisco, could speed up to 78 
miles an hour, according to 
claims of promoters. A pris­ 
moidal locomotive and cars 
ran on a single rail, support­ 
ed about 30 inches above 
ground level by A-frames, 
spaced approximately 10 feet 
apart. To support or balance 
this train on its one rail, 
awkward - appearing 
arms 
were built down from each 
side of engine and coaches to 
meet stringers along the bas­ 
es of the A-frames. A hori­ 
zontal wheel (or rather, one 
at about 45-degree angle) on 
the end of each arm kept the 
locomotive and tars in bal­ 
ance by coming in contact 
with the stringer rails. Driv­ 
ing and running wheels were 
fixed beneath the center of 
engine and carsr—thus only 
half the number of wheels of 
an ordinary railway train sup­ 
ported 
the 
entire 
weight, 
while the stringers just above 
the ground acted as balance 
rails for horizontal wheels, at 
the end of the arms, to con­ 
tact. High speed, safety, and 
economy were claimed for the 
prismoidal, but just how such 
trains could switch from one 
track to another, or make 
grade crossings with wagon

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E A R LY M O NO RAIL — The Sonoma & M arin 
Railroad Co. toyed with the idea of a 
monorail as far back as 1878. This model 
of a Baldwin prismoidal locomotive shows 
construction — a series of A fram es a p ­ 
proximately 30 inches high, like sawhorses 
set end to end. Horizontal member for 
balancing ran along base of frames within 
6 inches of ground.

Cars were equipped in same man­ 
ner. Under speed, horizontal wheels con­ 
tacted side rails only when train rounded 
curves or train came to rest. Prismodial lo­ 
comotive was actually shipped to Sonoma 
Valley Prismoidal Railw ay in 1878. Sonoma 
and M arin line, however, took over old

roads, still remained unsolved 
problems. 
Construction of this type of 
road was seriously consider­ 
ed by the Sonoma & Marin 
Company. 
Promoters 
and 
road officials met on several 
occasions to discuss details. 
But in spite of ail the bally- 


hoo, practical minds on the 
board of directors could see 
basic defects in the prismoi­ 
dal, so the final decision fa- 
voretj a narrow guage line. 


It may be of passing inter­ 
est to note that some months 
later a prismoidal road was 
actually built and started to 
operate from a landing on an 
estuary of San Pablo Bay, 
called Norfolk, some three 


miles toward the town of So­ 
noma. However, county au­ 
thorities refused to construct 
or sanction an overhead pass 
at the first public road cross­ 
ing, so the prismoidal be­ 
came 
permanently 
stalled. 
Eventually 
the 
road 
was 
changed over to a narrow 
guage in order to reach out 
into paying territory.

Steam Comes To Rescue 
Of The Taylor Paper Mill 


After 
the 
Marin 
Water 
Company was incorporated, 
August 
31, 
1872, 
a 
large 
amount of water was diverted 
from the I.agunitas and so lit­ 
tle flowed through to Taylor’s 
paper mill that a 100 horse 
power steam engine had to be 
installed for additional power 
in summer time. 
Because business increased 
rapidly Taylor built a second 
and much larger mill in 1883, 


at a cost of $165,000. The new 
building was three stories and 
a basement, 30 feet wide and 
90 feet long. Motive power 
consisted of a 30-inch Leffell 
turbine water wheel and a 
Corliss automatic cutoff en­ 
gine of 150 horse power. A 
sign, painted across the roof, 
read; 
SAN G Kit ONI MO 
PA PER M ILLS 
S. P. Taylor & Co. 


Camp 
Taylor 
became 
a 
noted camping and picnic re­ 
sort and a two and a half 
story hotel was built, to be 
operated for years by James 
Taylor, son of the pioneer. 
The mill continued to pros­ 
per until Samuel Penfield 
Taylor died in January 1886, 
at the early age of 58. He was 
buried on a knoll overlooking 
the mill site. 
THE M ILL shut down dur­ 
ing the financial panic of 
1893, never to open again. 
Mill buildings were destroyed 
by fire in May. 1916. The hotel 
also burned to the ground at 
a later date.

In The New Age Of Railroading, 
NWP Relies On Modern Devices

Speaking this dialogue was 
William V. Colson of Terra 
Linda and the language was 
straight from the world of 
train dispatching where a sin­ 
gle wrong digit could mean 
the difference between ef­ 
ficient operation and disaster. 
Colson is one of the men 
whose shoulder we 
looked 
over to get the story of pres­ 
ent day railroading in Marin 
County. 
Colson is part time assist­ 
ant chief dispatcher for the 
Northwestern 
Pacific 
Rail­ 
road out of whose San Rafael 
office is directed the largest 
transportation system in the 
Redwood Empire and world’s 
largest redwood lumber haul­ 
er. 


HIS WORKSPOT is a small 
quiet soundproofed room in­ 
side the San Rafael depot. 
Here, 
around-the-clock 
dis­ 
patchers direct the operations 
of the NWP. 
As you 
probably 
know. 
NWP is principally a lumber 
hauling railroad. 
The box 
cars, gondolas and flat cars 
groan down from the forests 
of Areata, Eureka and the 
Eel River Canyon and for the 
most part head eastward at 
Ignacio for Schellville and the 
Southern Pacific connection 
that will take thqm to the 
main line at Suisun. 
A smaller portion 
heads 
south through San Rafael for 
ferrying by Santa Fe or SP 
barge to San Francisco. Part 
of the tonnage, too, is destin­ 
ed for Marin County—princi­ 
pally rock for the county’s 
aggregate 
plants 
from 
the 
quarry at Healdsburg. 


trains over the road in a nev­ 
er-ending variety of move­ 
ments. 
We listen as he explains the 
train order he gave to the op­ 
erators at Santa Rosa and 
Willits. 


THE ORDER is given ver­ 
bally to both stations, spell­ 
ing out as well as saying each 
direction, station and engine 
number. Then before the or­ 
der is effective it is repeated 
in the. same manner and he 
underlines 
each 
repeated 
word in his order book. 
Santa Rosa will give the 
order to the conductor and 
engineer of the extra freight 
headed north— or in railroad 
parlance, eastbound. 
Time freight 81, 
he ex­ 
plains, is still just a cut of 
cars in Willits yard, but when 
it roars out of town about 
2 a.m. with two road engines 
and four helper units, the 
same order will be handed up 
to the engineers and conduc­ 
tor. 
Thus the order which Col­ 
son wrote at about 10:30 p.m. 
will not actually be executed 
at the darkened siding at Red­ 
wood 
Valley until 
perhaps 
3:30 a.m., on the next dis­ 
patcher’s shift. 


THIS 
OVERLAPPING 
of 
authorities is the reason a 
while later we see him en­ 
gage in a careful “transfer” 
of live order to the next man 
on duty. It is then the duty 
of the dispatcher to observe 
those orders as he directs the 
train movements on the next 
shift. 
The NWP is almost entire­ 
ly a single-track railroad in its 
more than 300 miles of line. 
Add the fact that some of the 
sidings are too short for some 
long freight trains and that 
there are not only through 
freights 
but local freights, 
switchers and the daily-ex- 
cept-Wednesday passenger.

AS IF TO ADD one more 
trouble, the 17 miles between 
Willits and Redwood Valley 
is a helper district in both 
directions.

Here you ask about steam 
locomotives, and Colson tells 
how, on that hill, trains used 
to run out of Willits yard with 
as many as five 2-8-0-Consoli­ 
dation type engines in a train 
of perhaps 45 cars. He ex­ 
plains how the NWP was al- 
days at a disadvantage with 
steam power in relation to 
other railroads, in that the 
small Consolidations were the 
largest engine that could be 
used. While parent company 
Southern Pacific was finding 
its huge 4-8-8*2 Articulated 
Consolidations too small, the 
NWP was finding its rails 
were even too sharp for 2-8-2 
Mikado type engines which 
were once tested. 


“DIESEIiS ARE a dispatch­ 
er’s heaven,” Colson enthus­ 
ed. 
“We use them on this line 
like boxcars. 
The switcher 
that does the local switching 
around San Rafael, Sausalito 
and Ignacio is even used at 
night by the Healdsburg lo­ 
cal out of Tiburon.” 
Colson explains, that the lo­ 


cal 
freight 
leaves 
Tiburon 
usually with one engine, and 
if there are a lot of empty 
cars or loads to pick up at 
San Rafael, the crew goes 
over and couples the switch 
er to the regular road unit. 
The two are then controlled 
from the road engine’s cab. 
The extra power allows the 
tram to make a single run up 
Puerto Suello Hill and make 
better time on the level coun­ 
try to the north. 
But what about the next 
day’s switching at San Ra­ 
fael? 


T H A T ’ S S I M P L E . The 
freight sets the engine out at 
Petaluma or some other near­

Pipefish, Cousin To Sea Horse, 


Lives Along Bay And Sea Coast 


One of our most distinctive sail water fish, and a relaiive- 
ly common one, along the shores of the bay and the coast 
is the pipefish. The pipefish is not a game fish or even one 
that can be taken on a hook and for this reason is unknown to 
r ^ >eople who regularly fish the waters around Marin. 
pelish are common in shallow water in Tomales and 
San Francisco Bay and are easily caught in small seines or 
nets by wading and dragging areas along the shore. When 
first caught the pipefish is often mistaken for a small gar be­ 
cause of the long slender body covered with bony plates and 
the long slender snout. Actually the pipefish is a relati've of 
the seahorse but has a straight body rather than the upright 
gracefully curved body that is characteristic of seahorses 
Pipefish average about six to eight inches in length with 
a body diameter a little smaller than a pencil. The fins are 
tiny and when the fish is out of water seem to be absent. The 
angular body tapers gracefully from the head into a tail that 
makes up more than half the total body length. The colors 
vary from gray to brownish gray without any distinctive 
markings except for the outline of the large bony plates and 
the lighter underside. The eyes are quite large and the small 
mouth is situated at ihe very end of the Lpng snout. 
Male pipefish, like the seahorses, have a stomach pouch 
in which the eggs are carried until they hatch. The pipefish 
pouch apparently is not quite as obvious in outline as the 
seahorse and is more difficult to detect. Pipefish feed on five 
food made up of the tiny plankton-type animals that can be 
sucked in through the small mouth. In an aquarium they 
readily feed on brine shrimp which they capture with slow 
easy movements of the long body. Despite their slender 
length they don * wiggle or twist much as they move; rather 
they seem to glide up and down, forward and backward with 
the head held slightly above the level of the tail. At rest they 
could easily pass for a small waterlogged twig or stick with 
only the eyes giving them away. 


Clematis Fussy 


Clematis is a vine that likes 
its head in the sun and its 
feet in the shade. You can’t 
expect good results if you re­ 
verse these likes or fail to 
supply one of them. Mulch 
around the plants with steer 
manure or a combination of 
manure and peat moss. Some 
growers find this is all it 
takes. Others recommend ad­ 
ditional shade which can be 
obtained from a couple of 
strategically placed shingles, 
or preterably a base planting 
of a low-growing shrub or 
fern . 


Keep clematis well watered 
during summer months.

QUICK TO BUILD 


On-The-Road Luggage Rack 
Turns Into A Picnic Table 


J t r ò r p r t l d f t t M m m i a l , Saturday, July 26, 1958 M l * 


For the w eekend camper or 
picnicker, here is a luggage 
rack that serves extra duty as 
a camp table or picnic table. 
The 
table-top is made of 
five 6 foot lengths of 1 by 10- 
inch lumber, edge-glued and 
dow eled with %-inch dowels 
to form a large panel. 
The sides are of 1 by 6-inch 
lum ber, fastened to the top 
with w aterproof glue and 2- 
inch, 
Num ber 
9, 
flathead 
w oodscrews. The screw heads 
should be countersunk. 
'I HE LEGS ARE of 2 by 4- 
inch lum ber, each 30 inches 
long. 
Round the top end of 
each leg, first marking th« 
curve with a com pass set at 
1 -13/ 16-inch radius. The pivot 
point for the com pass is also 
the location of one of the two 
;:8-inch bolt holes. 
The other hole is placed in 
the centerline of the leg. 2% 
inches beneath the first hole. 
Corresponding holes are bor­ 
ed in the sides of the tables, 
1-15/16 inches from the table 
top, as shown.

“ Step saving is no longer 
merely a salesman’s excuse 
for a cramped kitchenette,” 
says the Bureau. “ In today’s 
most smartly planned homes, 
step 
saving 
is 
engineered 
throughout the house. Ram­ 
bling ranch houses no longer 
are criticized for bad plan­ 
ning that causes a housewife 
to walk herself to death.'

keep the 
kitchen close to the front 
door as well as to the service 


entrance, the bathroom con­ 
venient to the kitchen as well 
as to bedrooms, and all rooms 
grouped to reduce housekeep­ 
ing effort. 


“ W H EN W O M EN started to 
buy rubber mats to stand on 
in front of sinks and ironing 
boards, manufacturers were 
quick to take the hint and 
produced resilient floor cov­ 
erings. Rubber tile proved to 
be one of the most popular 
with housewives. It solved the 
problem of hard heels on 
harwood floors.

bringing real labor saving de­ 
vices within the reach of in- 
creasingnumbers of families. 
"But.’’ the b u r e a u con­ 
cludes, 
nothing is quite so 
basic in conserving the house­ 
keeper’s energy and nerves as 
efficient room arrangement 
and comfort under foot.”
